Tllfc Gubcriiiitorial Visit. 

Ono of tbo first duties iiiciiinbunt 
■upon Hor AIiijeBty'a rcpresuntaUvo 
■upon assuming tliugoverniiiuiit of any 
of Hor Colonics, unqiu'slionubly \ti 
to mako liiinsulf llioroUL'lily acqiiaiiit- 
ed witli tiio country and ilio fiubjucls 
over whom ho lias to riiio. During tho 
thrco years of liis admiuislnition, 
Govuriior Kennedy has not proneeJod 
farther than JNanaiiuo to tho JMorlh, 
and Looch Kivor to tlio West, and tlio 
rest of tho Island wan thcrcioro so far 
as his personal knowledge was con 
cernod, a blank, a terra incoijntld. 
Tho eutllomoiits of both aborigines 
and whito men, aro necessarily either 
close to tho sea shore or approachable 
by water, and with two or throe shijis 
of war lying in Esquiinalt harlior, 
always available, tho task of jiro- 
ccoding round tho Island on an oHicial 
visit, could bo neither jieriloiis, dilU- 
cult, nor tlisagreeablo during tho sum- 
mer months. His Exeelloiicy iuis 
now accomplished tho feat, and must 
lool how limited was his previous 
knowledge of tho island and those who 
inhabit it. The treatment of the 
native tribes, falls o.speuially within 
tho sphoro of his jurisdiction, and to 
understand tho wisest mode of dealing 
•with thorn, requires personal contact 
with thorn and some insight into their 
habits, cUBtoni.1 and ideas. More fre- 
quoal intorcourso willi tho indiaiis on 
tho West Coast especially, would lead 
to a much better understanding, and 
prevent tho necessity of summary 
pnnisluuont being inllictod for wrongs 
committed by the untutored savages. 
Wo find tho poor erealuros thomaelvea 
anxious for a hotter underHtanding, 
and asking liis Ilixcolloucy to appoint 
Indian agents to reside among them. 
In the present condition of tho coun- 
try, tlio aiipoinlmeut of paid agents, 
is out of tho question, but wo would 
pross upon the Executive, tho advisa- 
bility of more frequent friendly visits 
being paid by a man of war, having a 
rcpresontalive of the Government on 
board, to tho moro distant In- 
dian sottloments on tho Coast. It 
■would bo tho moans of quieting 
tho natives, ropoUingdoprcdalious, and 
ensuring greater security to life, 
without which the remote portions of 
tho Island will neither bo dovclopod nor 
settled. At Cuwiohan, we notice that 
the compensation and Indian Eeeorve 
question was again brought to His 
ExcoUoncy's notice. This is a grave 
matter, deserving tho earnest atten- 
tion of Government, for thero is every 
reason to apprehend seriouB trouble 
iflaith bo much longer broken with 
the original Lords of the manor. At 
tho white Bettloments of Coinox and 
Cowichan Valley, His Jixcellency will 
have had ample opportunity oi judg- 
ing for himself wbothor tho Island, as 
some people still muinltiiii, contains 
no arable land, and whether our ag- 
riculiaral interests are worthy of en- 
coaragomont or not. In every point 
of view the visit of tho Governor was 
necessary and politic. The Indian 
will feel that a great barrier no lon- 
ger lies botweou him and tho white 
man's '■'■hyas tijlicc," and that ho has 
only to behave himself to bo his frien l, 
while the honest and deserving sealer, 
struggling for his livelihood in the 
distant woodland, will infuse fresh 
vigor into his wearisome toil, under 
the assurance that his intoroiits and 
wants aro known whoro thoy can betit 
find a boljji ng t Viond.

west fork of Leech. Nor do I believe ho 
lound a hunilred colorH In the pim in the 
liokosuilali river, Tbo whole tale soomB a 
concocted Btory, rormed from a lew hints 
we might have let drop when at Leech — as 
neither I, nor any oaa thai was with mo have 
over written a scrap ooaoeroing the prairie. 
Neither did we see si gas of any white, red. 
or black man having been tbero before, nl 
(huugh wa found Hluiia of proppectora haviiifr 
been within a short distaiica Irom cucli end, 
or oullot. Tho 100 colors monliotiod, we 
found in tho Cowichan, but tho color were 
so lino, it would not pay. 

About tho 20th ol July last, Mr llavin, of 
this plnca, aud myself, followed the soulh 
lorU of Kokcflailah river to its scource, from 
which wu had only parted but a low yardti, 
wbeD wo struck auotber stream ranaing south 
which we followed only a short distance, 
when we oamo Into ajlarge basio. We coiild 
fee at once it was eztenaive, but owing tu 
our shormess ol provisioog, we could only 
prospect ono tiny. We fouod no gold in tho 
lia.sin, although (|uartz was plenty, aod indi> 

cations f^ood . 

Wo didoovercil about 1000 acraa of prairio 
or iiioiidow land. Also two laUes, one about 
\}.^ miles loiif,', and :| wide, the other, nuicli 
Hiiuillur. Tho lalies and sluii^hs canlaiii us 
line trout, as we hava soo.n in thin Island. 
Mr Davis aud I lollowed the soulh eaNt 
outlet, which wo found to be the west forU 
of tbo north fork of the Leech. Since then 
Messrs MoPberaoD, McLennan aud my.self 
have more tborougbly prospected the basin : 
wo discovered a south-west outlet, through 
which runs (['lilc a stroiun, which we folhiwud 
some oi;.'lit miles, running oil and ou in a 
^oulli-wurit direction. \Vu took it to be llu- 
San f)u:in rivtr, but aro not pcsiiivo. Wo 
found almost everywhere, the color ol gold, 
h'll little moro, although indicalioiis were 
i xcullont. We .sunk one shalt 15 feel dei p, 
in tho l..eech ouilot, through hard couioni ; 
wo found not even a spec on the bed-rock. 
As near as we could guesn, the basin is 
iiboat, from 4 to 5 miles long, f^om 3 to 4 
wide. In ail, we have seen over 2000 acres 
ofexcellert meadows of pare wild grass, free 
from shrubbery, parts dry, and some parts 
wet ; and yet there is a great part of tho 
baiin we have not seeo. Wo think it is 
oapiiblo of feedini; largo herds ol stock with- 
out further trouble than drivirifj them there, 
ami iiiiikiiig a low trails ihrou^h the skirls 
ot timber. Plenty splendid wild hay can bo 
cut to lecd them through wiutor. It will 
likely ho found too high to raiso other crops, 
as it must be above 2000 feet above the sm 
level; yel it is well sheltered by inuuntains 
uold 00 every side. As to the theory tliat the 
cornea from there to the Leech dipgingH, wo 
cannot say; but judging from finding colors 
ol j;old in every rivulet that has only yet 
worn tho roek a few feot, and Irom the 
i|iiart/, wo have seen, we beliove it will yet 
[Hove a rich (luurlz mining region. 

A trail can Ijc mil Irom the north fork- of 
f^eech, lhal we think will not only be over 
^even miles in length along tho ridge to the 
south-east end oi the Uasin.

WBa)HKeDAY, 8ili- -Left Etquimalt haibo,- 
at 10 a. m. aud un ^ .iiicboicd ul •! o'clooU 
the (ollowiog ulluin<uu in ISimnp harbor ul 
the head of thu Alburui Cuiial, Barolaj; 
Souud. It wua difitrussiDg to Boe the lately 
ptosperoua lilllu tutilemoDl of Alberoi fast 
beoomiog a heap of tuins ; oue wbito man 
by the name of Drane is there, who takes 
cars ol the maohioery couneoied wiih the 
SSff mill. The pretty lilUo giudeus of ibe 
eettlera are ovfrgtowii with weeds mid tlio 
Louses falling lu diicuy. Wo allcrivarde vis- 
ited tlio laiin up iho river, there is some ex- 
cellent laud lariDed by a man named Taylor, 
a ScotcbiuuD, wliu pajs i» nominal rent of 81 
a year. He has some very fine looking 
stook. 

FiuDAT, lOth— VVoiKbed from Stamp har- 
bor at 4 p. m. and ancliored by 10 o'cloek in 
Ouohuoklesii, about 20 iiules Iroiii Alburui. 
Landed ond visited llie liidiund and gavu 
them a present of eoiuo biscuit ai;d a few 
blankets, they appeared well satisfied and 
promised not to uiulest the wrhites. They all 
asked eagerly lor some while man to live 
among them in the capacity of Indiuo Agent. 
This indeed appears to bo much needed 
overyn here, for the Indiana waut tome one 
vbo they can respect mid louk up to and who 
will protect them and represent Iheir griev- 
BDOBs In a proper manner. Wc left Uuobu- 
okloait about 2 p. m. anil shortly afterwards 
BDObored in l3la.nd harbor, not more than 12 
Oiiles oS. We were unable to proceed owing 
to the tog and thick disagreeable wealbcr. 

Satukday, lltb.— Weighed early Ibis 
morning; at G o'clock Hia Kxcelleucy landed 
at Village Island and v:siied the lisliiug es- 
tablishmenl of iSlessrs. Sproal A; Co. They 
havo a quaiitity^of most excellent Uod, which 
thoy Ball down. Tbey obtain these fish (which 
are culled by the natives "Tush-koor") in 
very large quantities and their little schooner 
Oodflah takes them to Victoria. Entered 
Olayoqaot Sound by noon ;,aDd anchored ofl 
the village of ibo Ahouaat Indians. This 
is the tribe of Indiana v.'bo weie bo severely 
punished by the Suiltj. We lauded and Imd 
a "wah-wah" with iliein. Gave a few blan- 
kets to the Chiel and distributed some tobac- 
co and biscuit among the tribe. Wo saw 
Cupoha, the Chief, be was severely wounded 
at the lima the Sutlej made the attack on 
bis village and be poiolod out the scars on 
his le and aboulder, which bad evidently 
been oansod by BOino very severe wouuda. 
Auchoied the same evening in Hushquiat 
harbor. 

Sunday 12tb. — Left Haabquiat at 4 in the 
morning, and ateured lor Noolka Souiid. 
Stopped for an hour at Friendly Cove," (the 
entrance to Nuolka.) The Governor landed 
and visited .the Indians, spoke to thorn, and 
distributed some small presents among ibem. 
They showed us various documents Irom cap- 
tains of merchp.nt ships and others, saying 
tbey were friendly disposed towards the 
whites. '1 heso puu])lo also asked lur some 
White mau to bo sent lo live urnoug tbeui 
We ibea steamed round Nootku island, anj 
anchored the same eveaiuj; in (Queen's Uuve 
Esperaoza Inlet. 

Monday 13th— Left Quean's Oovo by 10, 
a. ra., very thick log^'y weather, drizzling 
rain, surf breakiuj.' heavily over iho rocks at 
the aniraucc lo Esperanza ; liowover, we got 
Balely oalsije, and 6b,i[)ed a course fjr liaal- 
siuo Souud, where wo aucbureJ by U p. m. 
Found the schooner Kate, Uapt. Waller, here. 
Ttiey were trading lor salmoa. 

Tuesday 14tb — Weighed trom Quatsino at 
daylight; rounded Uape Scott, with splen- 
did weiithor ; p.issed into the Galetas Ubau- 
iiel;'' and anclioted at Furt Uupert by 2 p. in. 
Fuiuid the Utter l.yiug here. Tub Governor 
landed uiid vidiled tbu Fort and tba Indian 
VI llaj;o. 

VVkunesi>ay 15lh — Weighed at 4 a. m., 
and uuuhoied the same night in Tribune 
liay, Hornby lalaod. 

TuijksdaV ICth— Weighed at dayli;;lit, 
and anchoreil oil Ooino.ic by 8 o'clock. The 
Qoveruor landed, and rode round the settle- 
ment ; called at all the setllers houses, and 
enquired must kindly into their wants, and 
evinced great interest in their larina, stock, 
iic. Nearly all the se'tlers spulio clieerlully 
ol Ihoir prospects, and appeared contenled. 
Tbey cumplained much of the want ol u 
road from the iiettlemeol to the bay, and ihey 
also complained of the diliiculty of getting 
rid of their produce, except at a great loss 
One settler showed two magnilicent hogs fat- 
toned on milk ami corn, woigbiiig 3UU p.uiuila 
each, 'I'lie Huimi man has 150 oilier hogs. 
They nay Ihuy send tlj^ir sloek to N'letoiia, 
and tliuy are told there is no maikot lor 
them ; they then write back to sell them at 
(i/iy ;irice, and they are sold at a most ruln'< 
ous pries to them. It seems strange there 
Bhould be no market lor hogs, poultry, butter, 
&o., whore we import lliousaiid^ of dollars 
worth of bocon and butler yearly. Surely it 
would |)ay some honest man lo act aa a coin- 
liiiiisioii nieicli.iiil, and lu iigree loreeeive all 
iho stuck Iruiii the various uettlors at Cuino.x, 
Bclliiig It for tbem to the best advantage, and 
receiving his commission thereon. Tbey 
spoke very hopefully uf the ooal mines at 
Oomos, and next week thoy oommenoe raok- 
ing the trail to them. This is altogether n 
most Qourisbing little Hintleuiout. Mauy of 
the flflttlers are single men, and complained 
bitterly of nut being ablu lo nblain wives, 
as bachelor lilu ia not conducive to coinl'urt. 
A vary pretty meandering sireiin pai e^ 
through the soltleraent, abounding v.iili 
trout. The olDcers from the ship caught 
aoine mngnlfloeni fiih. 

Friday I7th— Weighed at 4 a. in., from 
Comox, and anchored by 11 o'clock at Na- 
naimo. The town of Naoaimo has woaden 
Koliy inptOTQd (laiiogth^ laal tiirso;«)an. 



Its progress appears slow,but sure. No vea- 
8cla were lying hero. 
Satorday, ffeth — Left Nanalrao, and 

anchored in Cowielmn Hay by 'J, p. ni. On 
the following day (Sunday) llis Ivxeellency 
landed, and attended Divine Service at tho 
Pareonage. There were 3'.' people present; 
sometimes there are us many ua CO. After 
service, His Excellency rode ronnd and 
visited various settlers. Some very magnifl- 
cent oats were seen at the form oF Mr Alex- 
ander, he expected they would yield at least 
80 bushels to the acre, Mr Alexander has a 
wifo and hiniily, and appears a ihriving pros- 
p8rou.s man. Ho baa travelled a great deal, 
haa farmed bulb in Iho old country and Aus- 
tralia, but hu says ho inliuitoly prof ra thii, 
and is perfectly contented with the spot ho 
has chosen, He owns abont 20 head of fine 
cattle. All the crops at the various farms, 
looked as if tbey would yield an abundant 
harvest. The 1 ndians were peaceablo, tbey 
fiomplained about their lauds, and were 
anxious to know when tho question of what 
land tbey were to have, would be deQoitely 
settled. 

Left Ouwioban early Monday morning atid 
arrived nt Salt Spring Island by 6 o'clock. 
His Excellency landed and walked to Mr 
liuoihs' lurm. 

8:30, left Salt Spring, airiviiig in Esqui- 
mau by 4, p. in., having Nieanieil eoriiplelely 
rouud l.lie Island, and traver.-ed 7'J5 miles.
